have  created  local  fuel  bases.  Tinis,  tbs  local  dewands  for 
iron  If  ate  rials,  construction  materials  and  machinery  ca.n  be 
met  with  local  prcductfe.  Various  Klnistrles  end  other  central 
organs  have  transferred  to  local  people’s  councils  the 
following  factories  and  projects*,  /sbrnej  construction  material 
factories,  most  foodstuff  processing  factories,  dally  necessity 
plant.s,  aquatic  product  cultivation,  email  and  medium  power

In  the  organization  of  State  supervision  or  control,  the 
Lenlnistlc  principle  of  centralization  of  power  has  been  further 
developed  to  suit  new  environments,  and  the  growth  of  production 
and  culture  has  been  promoted. 

Thun,  what  are  the  environments  which  have  conditioned  further 
development  of  democratic  centralization  of  power  in  State 
control?

and  fuidarice  of  local  courts.  Success  of  the  activities  of 
local  courts  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the  proper  organisation 
of  judielal  adroislstration. 

It  necessary  that  judicial  a&clfilstration  Is  carried  on 
by  defirilt'S  syste®.  We  eiay  cite  two  isystems  by  which  judlci 
ad'Elnl  stratloi'i  is  carried  on.  One  is  to  setup  a.  specialise? 
organ,  to  take  charge  of  judicial  adrolnlstrstlon  alone ,  with 
1'iidieisi,  admiral st ration  and  judiciary  (chaep'an)  separated 
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each  other.  Uader  the  other  aysteu),  judlctal  adnsinlstrstion 
is  not  under  the  control  not  of  a  goecialissed  organ  but  of  the 
Supreme  Court;  under  this  arrangement,  judlcisl  adroini gtratlon 
and  judiciary  are  both  under  a  superior  Judiciary  org.an  (Sanggup 
Cb  aep  *  s.n  k  1  gwsn ) , 

l]p  to  the  recent  abolition  of  the  Justice  Ministry,  judicial 
edmioi stss tlon  and  judi, clary  were  carried  on  separately.  After 
Ihe  liberation,  judiciary  organs  (chaep'sn  klgwan)  and  judicial 
adtclnlet ration  organs  (sabop  baengjong  klgwan)  were  separately 
get  up'b:ind  were  operated  both  In  the  nstlonsl  capltsl  and 
provinces*  Since  the  Justice  Department  (Ss-bopbu)  of  the 
provincial  people’s  council  was  abolished  In  1948,  judicial 
administration  In  the  provinces  w''s  put  under  the  charge  of 
local  courts;  thus  In  the  provinces,  local  courts  were  in  charge 
of  both  jvadlcial  adn;inletratlon  and  judiciary  functions 
(chap* an  klnursg).  In  the  nsttonal  capitol,  the  aachinery  of 
judlcisl  administration  was  left  Intact,  until  the  recent  measureci 
were  taken  to  put  the  Supreme  Court  in  charge  of  judicial 
adm Inl strati  on  as  well. 

We  admit  that  the  old  arrangement  separating  judiciary 
functions  and  judicial  administration  did  meet  the  demandg  of 
obiecllve  sltuDtlon  and  that  vest  affirtpatlve  role  was  played 
by  that  arrengemen t.  The  Justice  Ministry  has  aecorapl Ished  fran}e 
great  achievements  during  its  entire  existence;  it  guaranteed, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Party,  democratization  of  the 
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judicial  eystaa;  It  established  the  eysteis  of  popular  judiciary 
organs,.  iaiple®ented  the  judicial  policies  of  the  Party,;  ti«altt,ed 
a  great  nuiaber  of  judicial  workers  and.  carried  on  a  great  deal 
of  codification.  Ihis  does  not  isean,  however,  that  these 
tasks?  should  be  always  perforffied  hy  judicla].  adalnlstration 
separated  froas  judiciary  functions.  When  envlroments 
changed,  syeteffis  also  should  be  changed.  At  present,  our 
judiciary  organs  are  conaolldated  and  strengthened  in  their 
organization  on  the  haslffi  of  deaocratle  principles,  and  the 
aetivltlc-s  of  people's  judiciary  organs  have  been  considerably 
strengthened.  J^oreover,  since  the  ranks  of  judicial  workers 
have  been  basically  replenished  and  consolidated,  it  la  not 
necessary  any  icore  to  ips.intsin  a  specialized  judicial  adatnls” 
tration  organ  such  as  the  Justice  Ministry,  If  the  syetem  ol 
jadieial  adrsinist ration  is  not  reorganized  in  tl®e  under  th® 
circxfflstances,  deflelencies  of  one  sort  or  another  may  co®e  Into 
existence. 

First  of  all,  there  is  soraethlng  inconvenient  and  Irrational 
in  carrying  out  the  function  of  guiding  local  courts.  Tlie 
guidance  to  he  provided  to  the  court  consists  of  two  parts: 
supervision  of  trials  and  control  of  adirinl st ration,  Supervleio 
of  trials  refer  to  detecting  defects  .(p’yonhyang)  in  conduct  of 
trials  of  concrete  cases  and  correcting  such  defects?  control 
of  adwl.nlstration  refers  to  organizing  judiciary  organs  and 
guiding  their  administration.  In  guiding  the  work  of  courts. 


there  are  many  cases  in  which  It  Is  necessary  to  use  both 
iceathode  at  the  saice  tlnie.  To  properly  conduct  trials,  it  Is 
Important  to  control  administration  of  courts. 

Under  the  system  where  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Justice 
Ministry  exist  separately,  it  Is  inconvenient  to  combine  these 
two  methods  In  a  unified  manner.  Even  though  the  cases  tried 
In  local  courts  are  reviewed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  the  latter 
was  not  in  a  position,  udder  th  old  system,  to  correct  the 
deflclenees  in  the  organization  of  local  courts  it  had  detected 
In  the  course  of  reviewing  the  cases  appealed  to  It.  Such 
deficiencies  were  to  be  remedied  only  through!  the  Justice 
Ministry, 

The  Justice  Ministry,  In  Its  turn,  had  no  power  to  correct 
the  defects  it  had  discovered  in  trials  by  local  courts;  the 
Ministry  bed  to  submit  its  views  to  provincial  courts  or  the 
Supreme  Court  so  as  to  have  the  defects  corrected  by  such  courts. 
Since  the  Ministry  did  not  conduct  trials  of  cases,  little  help 
was  provided  when  it  supervised  the  work  of  courts;  tnere  '-ere 
occ'isioris  on  which  the  courts  felt  It  was  unncessary  and 
troubl esot'r'e  for  them  to  be  supervised  by  the  Ministry. 

The  abolition  of  the  Justice  Ministry  does  not  weaken  judicial 
admlnl sirs tlon  but  strengthens  it,  so  thst  the  Implementation 
of  the  Party's  policies  with  regard  to  conducting  trials  are 
all  the  more  thoroughly  assured.  The  basic  duty  of  judicial 
adroinistr;;tlon  Is  to  guarantee,  by  organizing  and  guiding,  th© 


people’ e  eoui-t,  that  the  Party’s  :5t^aiclal  policy  is  prcpen.y 
carriefi  c«t.  Therefore,  judicial  a6ffilnietr?.tlon  vorke  e  tmet 
keep  the® selves  infom^ed  on  trials  and  he  fajRlliarissed  with  the 
Party’s  judicial  policies  and  know  bow  to  properly  apply  the 
lew  fros  the  class  point  of  view,  before  they  can  discharge 
their  clntles  of  assuring,  by  edtcln  is  trail  ve  approach,  th© 


legltiaiacy  of  trials. 

However,  since  judicial  adtclni  s  trail  on  workers  did  not 
conduct  trials,  It  was  difficult  for  the?D  to  do  their  duties 
^ust  ffiontloned.  Sines  our  courts  are  orderly  coneolidated  in 
their  0 rga.n tion »  and  tbetr  workers  also  are  qualified  In 
political  and  practical  matters  and  have  acquired  rouch  experlenc 
it  le  now  possible  to  conduct  judicial  administration  wore 
easily  and,  effectively  by  transferring  It  to  the  judiciary 
0  rgan  ( cb aep ‘ an  kl gwan ) 

If  the  J^istice  Ministry  Is  ®airita,ined ,  the  work  of  the 
Kinistry  ana  that  of  Supreme  Court  can  bs  d'upllcated  or  there 
can  be  dlffe renca.e  of  opinion  between  these  two  agencies  In 
their  relstlorts  with  local  courts*  Tlie  Supreme  Court  uged  to 
supervise  local  courts  in  their  conduct  of  trials  while  the 
Juf?ti.ce  'Ministry  coatrolled  and  guided  local  courts,  io  judicial 
admloletratlon.  As  a  result,  there  were  duplications  and
